Gov. Durbin, of Indiana, Says He Has 

Seen No Reason to Change His 
Mind in Regard to Small- 
pox Conditions. 

Louisville, Ky., May 28.— At a meet- 
ing that began at 3 o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon and continued until after 
11 p. m. the Kentucky state board 
of health Tuesday night declared a 
quarantine against the state of Indi- 
ana on account of smallpox in the 
southern part of the latter state. The 
quarantine is to go into effect at noon 
on Sunday, June 1. After that time 
no person can come into Kentucky 
from Indiana who can not show a cer- 
tificate signed by duly authorized 
health officer showing that the bearer 
has been successfully vaccinated with- 
in five years. Railroads, bridge com- 
panies and ferries are prohibited from 
selling a ticket to any person intend- 
ing to go into Kentucky who is not 
provided with a certificate of vaccin- 
ation. 

Passengers who travel through In- 
diana to reach Kentucky will not be 
required to produce a certificate if 
they have not stopped in Indiana. 

Indianapolis. Ind., May 28. — The ac- 
tion of the Kentucky health authori- 
ties in quarantining against the state 
of Indiana on account of smallpox in 
the southern counties caused much 
unrest here Tuesday night when it be- 
came known. 

The following smallpox cases in 
southern counties were reported in 
the last bulletin issued by the state 
board of health: Knox, 44; Daviess, 

29; Gibson. 22: Posey, 2; Warrick, 61; 
Dubois, 20; Martin, 1; Lawrence. 12; 
Perry, 12; Floyd, 2. and Clark, 5. 

Louisville. Ky., May 29. — The direc- 
tors of the board of trade Wednesday 
appointed a committee to confer with 
the state board of health, to secure, 
if possible, a modification or with- 
drawal of the quarantine against In- 
diana which will be enforced, begin- 
ning Sunday, on account of smallpox 
in that state. The committee was ap- 
pointed at the solicitation of a num- 
ber of merchants in this city who 
fear that the enforcement of the order 
will be a serious inconvenience to busi- 
ness. 

After a conference with President 
Mathews, of the Kentucky state board 
of health the committee announced 
that it would report to the board of 
trade that the quarantine should be up- 
held, he committee having agreed 
with Dr. Mathews that the order was 
advisable. 

Hundreds of persons were vaccin- 
ated in New Albany and Jeffersonville. 
Ind., Wednesday as a result of the 
quarantine order. 

Inspectors will be placed on all 
trains coming into this city from In- 
diana as well as on the ferry boats 
and bridges between this city and 
Jeffersonville and New Albany and all 
persons coming into Kentucky from 
Indiana will be obliged to exhibit a 
certificate of vaccination. 

Indianapolis. Ind.. May 29. — The 
quarantine which Kentucky proposes 
to establish against Indiana is of the 
same character as that established by 
Kentucky against some of her own 
counties, according to Dr. J. N. Hur- 
ty’s report of the statements of the 
Kentucky state board of health. Dr. 
Hurty. secretary of the Indiana state 
board of health, said Wednesday of 
the Quarantine: 

“The Kentucky authorities claim 
that most of their present smallpox 
cases on the Ohio border have been 
traced to Indiana. They said they had 
quarantined Kentucky counties be- 
cause said counties would not take 
reasonable action against the spread 
of smallpox, and what they proposed 
to do to Indiana was exactly the same 
as had been done in their own state. 
They have in the past also quarantined 
against Tennessee." 

Gov. Durbin returned from French 
Lick Wednesday afternoon. He said 
he had seen no reason to change his 
mind in regard to smallpox conditions, 
and could see no reason for a quaran- 
tine by Kentucky against Indiana. 

He evaded a question as to wheth- 
er he would now withdraw his opposi- 
tion to drawing on the emergency 
fund to fight smallpox but gave the 
impression that until conditions should 
grow worse than he now believes them 
to be he would not change his mind. 

The Louisville division of the Penn- 
sylvania had advertised a popular ex- 
cursion to Louisville Sunday. This 
has not been called off as the quaran- 
tine is not to take effect until Sunday 
noon. The excursion will reach Lou- 
isville before it goes into force. 

It is said that an attempt will he 
made to beat the quarantine by trav- 
eling to Cincinnati and thence to Ken- 
tucky. Gov. Durbin Wednesday is- 
sued a call for a meeting of the state 
board of health Thursday. He said 
he had not as yet received any offi- 
cial notice of the action of the Ken- 
tucky authorities. 

School Boys' Fatal Fight, 

St. Joseph, Mo.. May 28. — Jacob 
Graham, 13, a school boy, confessed 
to the police that he was responsible 
for the death of Robert C. Hunter, 
aged 14, who was found dead at his 
home. The boys had quarreled and 
fought. 

Explosion in a Mine. 

Punxsutawney, Pa., May 28. — An un- 
known Hungarian was killed and three 
others badly burned by an explosion 
in the Ealener mines. Samuel Beel. 
one of the injured, will probably die. 

1 The property loss is not known. 



Great Quantities of Volcanic Dust Fell 

on the British Steamer Savan 
While Passing Martinique 
Island. 

Roseau. Island of Dominica. Ma^ 
29. — The British steamer Savan, from 
London for Barhadoes and West In- 
dian ports, has arrived here. She 
passed Mont Pelee, Island of Martin- 
ique, at 9 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing, when a thick, black smoke was 
arising from the volcano and the offi- 
cers of the Savan believed from the 
great quantity of dust which fell on 
the steamer that another eruption had 
occurred. 

Fort De France, Island of Martin- 
ique, May 29. — A tremendous explo- 
sion of very black smoke from Mont 
Pelee at a quarter before 9 o’clock 
Wednesday morning accentuated the 
fear entertained for the safety of Geo. 
Kennan, the American author, who. 
with a land party, has been examining 
the northern part of the island. The 
governor of Martinique. M. L’Huerre, 
was at once seen with the object of 
arranging a rescue party to proceed 
by land in connection with the voy- 
age along the coast of the United 
States cruiser Cincinnati, should such 
steps appear necessary. 

At about 11 o’clock Wednesday 
doming Fernand Clero, a wealthy 
land proprietor of Martinique, arrived, 
here and announced that Mr. Kennan 
and his party were safe on a planta- 
tion at the north of the Island. 

Prof. Robert T. Hill. United States 
government geologist and head of the 
expedition sent to Martinique by the 
Nation Geographical society, who 
left Fort De France Monday on horse- 
back for the volcano, returned here 
Wednesday morning. He was com- 
pletely worn out by the trip. 

RABBI HIRSCH’S SPEECH. 

It Is Condemned By An Organization 
of Hebrews. 

New York, May 29. — The association 
for the stricter observance of the Sab- 
bath. an organization of Hebrews, held 
a meeting Wednesday night and dis- 
cussed the observance of the Hebrew 
Sabbath. Among the speakers were 
Benjamin Blumenthal, of the hoard of 
education; Dr. Rudolph Grossman, 
Congressman Goldfogle. Mr. Bernard 
Brachman and Albert Lucas. 

The association passed a resolution 
condemning a recent speech of Rabbi 
Emil G. Hirsch, of Chicago, in which 
he said he believed the time had come 
for the Hebrew Sabbath to be trans- 
ferred to the Christian Sunday. 

STILL FIGHTING. 

Commandant Malon Mortally Wound- 
ed on the Repon Road. 

Middleburg. Transvaal, May 29. — 
Maj. Collett, with a detachment of the 
mounted troops of this district, en- 
countered a force of Boers on the Re- 
pon road May 27. The engagement 
which followed lasted for a long time; 
the enemy finally drawing off, leaving 
behind them on the field Commandant 
Malon. who was said to be mortally 
wounded. 

An armored train engaged the same 
party of Boers the evening of May 27, 
but no details of the latter engage- 
ment are at hand. * 

Rev. Dr. B. M. Palmer Dead. 

New Orleans. May 29. — Rev. Dr. B. 
M. Palmer, the noted Presbyterian 
minister, died here Wednesday after- 
noon from the effects of injuries re- 
ceived by being struck by a street car 
in this city on May 5. He was 84 
years old and on account of his ad- 
vanced age was not able to recover 
after the severe shock of the acci- 
dent. • 

Emissary of King Oscar. 

Shenandoah. Ia., May 29. — Dr. Carl 
Sundbeck, special emissary of King 
Oscar, of Sweden, has arrived here 
on a visit to the Swedish colonists in 
this section of Iowa. He is on a trip 
throughout the whole American conti- 
nent gathering facts as to the condi- 
tion of former Swedish subjects and 
chances for further immigration. 

Lighted by Electricity. 

London, May 29. — The system of 
electric lights in St. Paul’s cathedral, 
which was donated by J. P. Morgan, 
was formally inaugurated Wednesday 
in the presence of the cathedral of- 
ficials and a number of London jour- 
nalists. 

The McKinley Postal Cards. 

Washington, May 29. — It is under- 
stood that the “McKinley" postal 
cards will be in the hands of all post 
offices throughout the country about 
July 1. The post office department 
has received the proofs of the new 
cards. 

Automobiles Cause Lung Trouble. 

Boston, May 29. — The 24th annual 
congress of the American Larygolog- 
ical association closed. Dr. Emil 
Mayer noted the increase in bron- 
chial troubles and expressed his belief 
that the use of automobiles would 
cause & vet greater increase. 

To Succeed Archbishop Corrigan. 

London. May 29. — The Rome corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail says that 
at the Consistory to he held June 9 the 
pope will nominate Archbishop Keane, 
of Dubuque, la., to succeed the late 
Archbishop Corrigan, of New York.

• Washington, May 24— Senate — A 
temperate and carefully prepared 
speech was delivered in the senate Fri- 
day on the Philippine’ bill by Mr. Du- 
bois (Ida.). He confined himself al- 
most entirely to a discussion of the 
commercial and industrial aspects of 
the Philippine question, his irurpose 
being to show that it would be a dis- 
advantage to the people of this coun- 
try to retain the islands. 

House — The house devoted the day 
to private pension bills and to a few 
other minor matters. Mr. Loud (Cal.) 
criticised the special pension legisla- 
tion as a disgrace and drew emphatic 
responses from Messrs. Sulloway (N. 
H.), Sulzer (N. Y.) and Miers (Ind.). 
In all 105 private pension bills were 
passed. The house adjourned until 
Monday in order to participate in the 
Rochambeau ceremonies Saturday. 

Washington, May 27. — Senate — Mr. 
Patterson (Col.), one of the minority 
members of the Philippines committee 
of the senate occupied the floor most 
of the day in a discussion of the Phil- 
ippine question. Mr. Foraker and Mr. 
Hoar had a brief debate over President 
McKinley’s proclamation to the Fili- 
pinos. Sixty-two private pension bills 
were passed. 

House — The house of representatives 
devoted Monday to business connected 
with the District of Columbia and 
took a recess until 11 a. m in order to 
complete the bill amending the Dis- 
trict code. \ 

Washington, May 28. — Senate — A 
fruitless effort was made just before 
the adjournment of the senate Tues- 
day to secure an agreement on a time 
for vote on the Philippines bill. The 
discussion indicated that some day 
next week eventually would be agreed 
upon, but no time was fixed. During 
the discussion a proposition was made 
that a time be fixed on alternate Tues- 
days. beginning next week, for a vote 
on the Philippines bill, the Nicara- 
gua canal bill and the Cuban reci- 
procity bill, and that a final adjourn- 
ment be agreed on for the fourth Tues- 
day, but it was too startling to be ta- 
ken seriously, although some senators 
regarded it favorably. Early In the 
session a committee was appointed by 
the senate to confer with a like com- 
mittee of the house about the disa- 
greement which has arisen between 
the two houses as to the army appro- 
priation bill. 

House — The house passed the Shat- 
tuc immigration bill. The feature of 
the day was a lively debate on the 
question of prohibiting the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors at immigrant sta- 
tions. It was precipitated by an 
amendment offered by Mr. Bowersock 
(Kan.) to prohibit such sale, which 
was carried, 83 to 18. Mr. Landis 
(Ind.) followed this victory with an 
amendment to prohibit the sale of in- 
toxicants in the capital and it prevail- 
ed by a still larger majority — 108 to 
19. The bill brings together into one 
act all the scattered legislation here- 
tofore enacted in regard to the immi- 
gration of aliens into the United 
States, arranges it in sequence, etc., 
eliminates what has become obsolete 
by reason of subsequent legislation, 
amends some of the administrative 
features and also adds some provis- 
ions to the general laws and others 
made necessary by the extension of 
the territorial limits of the United 
States. Among the more important 
changes are those increasing the head 
tax on aliens coming into the United 
States by land transportation from 
$1 to $1.50; adding to the excluded 
classes epileptics, persons who have 
been insane within five years, anarch- 
ists, or persons who advocate the over- 
throw of government by force, prosti- 
tutes and procurers (whose importa- 
tion is now a felony, but whose entry 
is not prohibited); broadening the 
word “contract” in the contract labor 
law to include “offer, solicitation or 
promise,” providing for the fine of 
steamship companies which receive 
at the ports of departure aliens af- 
flicted with loathsome or contagious 
disease instead of providing as now 
for their deportation on arrival here: 
extending the time within which an 
alien wno becomes a public charge 
may be deported from one to two years 
and providing that immigrants over 
15 years old should be able to read In 
some langauge. 

Washington. May 29.— Senate — An 
agreement was reached in the senate 
Wednesday by which a final vote on 
the pending Philippine government 
bill and all amendments will be taken 
next Tuesday at 4 p. m. Pending the 
vote, the senate will meet at 11 o’clock 
each day except Friday when the sen- 
ate will not sit, it being memorial day. 
On Monday and Tuesday the debate 
will be under the 15 minute rule. 

House — The house spent the day 
debating the bill to increase the sub- 
sidiary coinage by coining the silver 
bullion in the treasury and to recoin 
standard silver dollars as the public 
necessities may require. The limit 
of subsidiary coinage is now $100.- 
000.000. The bill increases this to an 
indefinite amount in the discretion of 
the secretary of the treasury. Mr. 
Newlands (Nev.) flnatV offered an 
amendment to make subsidiary silver 
a legal tender and this amendment 
was pending when the house ad- 
journed. 

Yellow Fever at Vera Cruz.
